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The  Case  of  Caryl  Chessman 

Has  Caryl  Chessman  had  a  square  deal?  This  is  the  question  that  interviewers  and 
narrators  will  attempt  to  answer  objectively  in  a  two-hour  documentary  review  of  Cali- 
fornia's celebrated  criminal  case,  Saturday,  Nov.  14,  12:15  P.  M. 

Those  who  answer  the  question  in  the  negative  point  out  that  the  many  delays  in 
the  case  were  caused  by  much-needed  clarification  of  the  California  statutes  or  by  the 
deliberation  of  the  courts  themselves  rather  than  upon  litigation  based  on  technicalities 
desperately  sought  out  by  the  defense.  Such  deliberation,  they  contend,  indicates  that 
Chessman  has  an  eminently  strong  case  that  could  not  be  ignored  by  the  brilliant  legal 
talent  that  has  considered  it. 

Those  who  believe  Chessman  has  been  fairly  dealt  v/ith  point  to  the  eleven  years 
of  consideration  given  the  case  by  the  courts,  as  well  as  to  the  widespread  publicity  and 
discussion  to  which  it  has  been  subjected. 

Participants  in  the  broadcast  will  include:  former  California  Governor  Goodwin  J. 
Knight;  Rosalie  Asher,  Chessman's  personal  attorney  for  eleven  years,  interviewed  by 
Dick  Meister;  Paul  Posner,  attorney  for  Chessman  at  the  1957  hearings  in  Los  Angeles; 
Isadore  Ziferstein,  psychiatrist  with  a  long  record  of  interest  in  the  case;  Al  Matthews, 
Chessman's  legal  adviser  at  the  1948  trial;  Dr.  William  Graves,  former  San  Quentin 
Death  Row  physician. 

Quotations  from  legal  records  of  the  trial  as  well  as  excerpts  from  Chessman's 
books  will  be  examined  during  the  broadcast.  Gene  Marine,  KPFK's  Public  Affairs  Direc- 
tor and  author  of  a  recent  article  in  The  Nation  on  the  Chessman  case,  was  in  general 
charge  of  production  on  this  documentary.

Program  Notes 


November  10  marks  the  200th  birthday  of  the  great  German  poet  and  playwright, 
Friedrich  Schiller.  In  paying  him  homage  at  this  time  we  are  able  to  draw  from  both 
music  and  literature;  only  Goethe  and  Shakespeare  surpass  Schiller  in  the  amount  of 
inspiration  furnished  composers  of  their  own  time  and  later.  Our  Schiller  celebration 
will  include  two  of  the  many  operas  composed  to  adaptations  of  his  plays:  //Wllliam  Tell" 
on  November  8,  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  Folio,  and  "Don  Carlo"  on  November 
15.  Excerpts  from  still  another  opera,  the  setting  by  the  Bohemian  composer  Zdenko 
Fibich  (whose  "Poeme"  still  resounds  from  behind  potted  palms  in  the  better  hotels,  but 
who  was  actually  better  than  all  that)  of  "Die  Braut  von  Messina,"  will  be  heard  on 
November  12.  For  the  actual  birthdate  the  Schiller  music  will  include  Beethoven's  Ninth 
Symphony  and  a  program  we  have  put  together  of  song-settings  of  Schiller  poems  along 
with  readings  of  the  poems  themselves  in  German  and  English.  Unfortunately,  and  rather 
strangely,  Schiller  songs  are  scarce  on  records,  but  we  like  to  dig. 

On  the  literary  side  we  will  present  a  lecture  on  Schiller  the  dramatist  by  Dr.  Eric 
Blackall  on  November  12,  and  a  complete  (and  splendid)  recording  in  German  of  his 
folk  tragedy  "Kabale  und  Liebe"  on  November  8  (preceding  Folio).  Lest  it  appear  that 
we  have  sold  out  to  the  Schiller  forces,  please  note  that  Tony  Boucher's  program  of 
November  17  includes  music  inspired  by  Shakespeare  and  Goethe. 


"Thinking  aloud  together"  is  the  title  of  a  new  series  by  Robert  Schutz,  replacing 
his  "Men  and  Issues"  and  heard  at  the  same  time  (Sundays  at  6:30).  Bob  Schutz  has 
long  been  known  as  an  interviewer  and  moderator  at  KPFA.  In  this  new  series  of  ten 
(the  number  is  tentative)  weekly  half-hours  he  will  try  to  involve  all  of  you,  the  audience, 
in  discussion  on  the  most  important  issues  that  face  us  today.  This  technique,  known  to 
many  of  you,  irritating  to  some,  delightful  to  others,  will  be  to  lay  his  sometimes  challeng- 
ing opinions  on  the  line,  and  to  ask  your  response,  via  letter,  in  similar  vein.  It  may  not 
work  out,  of  course,  but  we  at  KPFA  are  willing  to  take  the  gamble,  and  you  may  find 
fun  and  profit  in  dealing  with  serious  issues  in  this  manner.
